A Feathered Bandit. 


But let me change the strain and 
contemplate fora few moments this 
feathered bandit,—this bird with the 
mark of Cain upon him—(Collyris 
borealis), the great shrike or butcher 
bird. Usually, the character of a bird 
of prey is well defined; there is ne 
mistaking him. Hisclaws, his beak, 
his head, his wings, in fact his whole 
build, poiats to the fact that he sub- 
sists upon live creatures; he is armed 
to catch them and slay them. Every 
bird knows a hawk and knows him 
from the start, and is on the lookout 
for him. The hawk takes life but he 
does it to maintain his own, and it is 
a public and universally known fact. 
Nature has sent him a in that 
character and has advised all creat- 
ures of it. Not so with the shrike; 
here she has concealed the character 
of a murder under a form so innocent 
as thatoftherobin. Feet, wings, tail, 
color, head and general form and size 
are all those of a song-bird—-very 
much, indeed, like that master song- 
ster, the mocking bird—yet this bird 
is a regular Blue-beard among its 
king. Its only characteristic feature 
is its beak, the upper mandible having 
two sharp processes and a sharp, 
hooked point. 

It cannot fly away to any distance 
with the bird it kills nor hold it in its 
claws to feed upen. It usually im- 
pales its victim upon a thorn or thrusts 
it in the fork ofa limb. For the most 
part, however, its food seems to con- 
sist of insects—spiders, grasshoppers, 
beetles, etc. It is the assassin of the 
small birds, whom it often destroys in 
pure wantonness, or merely to sup on 
their brains, as the Gaucho slaughters 
a wild cow of bull for its tongue. It 
is a wolf in sheep’s clothing. Appar- 
ently its victims are unacquainted 
with its true character and allow it to 
approach them, when the fatal blow is 
given.—Scribner.

Selection and Cross-Breeding. 


— —— 


The following is by an English wri- 
ter: Some eighteen years ago I sold 
my Ayrshire cattle, and commenced 
keeping Alderneys. I waa wishful to 
have them all self-colors, like the fa- 
mous herd of Mr. Dauncey, in Buck- 
inghamshire. Mr, Dauncey’s price 
being very high, I went to the Chan- 
nel Islands and bought my stock of 
cows, but they were all ted more 
or less with white. I been to see 
Mr. Dauncey’s herd, and he showed 
me around himself. There were 
about 70 beautiful cows in his park, 
and he told me that 20 pounds of but- 


ab went from his yy to 2 
il learnt from 
him and his men that he had paid 
great attention to the improvement of 
his herd for many years, and that the 
bringing it about that the cattle should 
be all of a self-color had been a very 
gradual process. Every spotted calf 
was killed soon after it was born and 
given to his men, and the approved 
self-colored were kept and bred from, 
paying, deubtless, special attention to 
the bull selected for steck. By this 
practice of selection of colors, as well, 
of course, as more valuable qualities, 
for some forty years, if I recollect the 
time correctly, the power to transmit 
or reproduce color had been acquired, 
and had so accumulated, or in other 
words, was so bred in, that he seldom 
had a spotted calf dropped at the time 
of my visit. I was fortunately able 
to procure a young bull of Mr. Daun- 
cey's breed, and although my cows 
from the islands were all spotted the 
ealves from them were, I should say, 
full three out of four, self-color, show- 
ing the power accumulated by selec- 
tion in Mr. Dauncey’s breeding to 
color; but I had also transmitted into 
my stock the more important qualities 
of the Dauncey Alderneys. With Mr. 
Dauncey’s herd I noti a cow, con- 
spicuous from ber shabby appearance, 
for she was in very low condition, and 
being spotted was evidently not of his 
breeding, which I remarked to him. 
He replied, I have had her from the 
islands. Look at her head. I want 
that head. She had a very fine, neat 
head. Time will notallow me to ad- 
duce further proof that the power to 
transmit, reproduce and augment cer- 
tain valued qualities in stock is only 
acquired by judicious selection, match- 
ing and pairing through «a series of 
generaaions, and the power acquired 
will only be in proportion to the 
judgement used in the accumulation 
of those properties and qualities. 
This is, doubtless, what is meant b 
animals being thoroughbred or blood, 
whether horses, sheep, pigs, dogs or 
any other animals. Some people 
have very erroneous notions on this 
subject. It is very common belief 
that several of our established breeds 
have been produced by a cross be- 
tween two other breeds, and is, indeed, 
held by some whose opinion is of 
weight. There is an opinion that the 
Galloway has contributed to the form- 
ation of the improved shorthern, be- 
cause Colling once experimented with 
that cross, taking one cross, then 
breeding to the pure shorthorn. But 
that was after the improvement of his 
shorthorns, and, I believe, resulted in 
no good.

SAVINGS BANK. 
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Diversified Crops. 

This ought to be a good season for 
our alfalfa ranchers to learn that the 
staple product is not always market- 
able. Every rancher on the Meadows 
has from 100 te 500 tons of hay which 
is now waiting for a market, and the 
owners are obliged, for the most part, 
to borrow money to carry their year’s 
work over. Prices are lower because 
the season has kept the immense herds 
of Winter beef out on the ranges, and 
enabled them to reach market in good 
order without the ase of our hay. 
For this reason there have been large 
shipments from the cattle raising por- 
tions of Nevada, which ordinarily 
would have taken with them large 
quantities of our hay. This has of 
course added to present necessities, 
and operated to reduce the prospect 
tor good market in the Spring. It 
seems to us that there is a remedy 
within easy reach for this state of 
things. 

In conversation with one of our 

prominent ranchers lately, he alluded 
to the hay market, and said he did 
not expect to sell bis crop. But said 
he I have about $400 worth of honey, 
as much more in onions and 100 tons 
of potatoes. These I know will sell 
and hence I am independent of my 
hay crop. Now this is the gist of 
the whole matter. If you depend 
wholly upon Hue crop, that crop will 
get smaller with the years, and occa- 
‘sionally will consume its profits while 
you are waiting fur buyers. If, how- 
ever, you raise vegetables, grain, and 
stock in smal! quantities you can ob- 
tain the ready money necessary to 
Ahold your hay crop for good prices. 
We have said enough upon the sub- 
ject, and commend it to ranchers for 
consideration. We should like to 
stop the importation of chickens and 
turkeys, wheat, honey, oats and eggs 
from California. We believe it can 
be done, and we know that Uiversified 
crops will make farming more profit- 
able and keep thousands of dollars at 
home. Think of it. 


No Storm 


Anyone who measures the present 
volume of water in the Truckee will, 
without trouble, see that unless the 
storm king comes to our aid there will 
be a large crop of water suits next 
year. We recommend that the ditch 
companies watch the progress of events 
closely and make all preparations for 
quartering their rights from encroach- 
ments higher up the stream. It may 
happen that an open Winter will make 
the sagebrush grow next year where it 
has been replaced by more useful 
growth. The Carson river will be al- 
most dry next Summer, without abun- 
dant storms during the coming months, 
and the stamps which have resounded 
along that creek will be silent. We 
do not believe that there can ever be 
an absolute water famine along the 
Truckee, but it may easily transpire 
that the relative rights of lumberman 
and rancher may demand discussion 
next year. Look out for your own 
interests and let Von Schmidt take 
care of himself.

Valor or Patnt.—The Germans, 
the world over, celebrated for their in- 
dustrious habits and thrift, have a 
maxim that “painting is no expense.” 
This theory, taken in a comprehensive 
view, is undeubtedly correct. An oc- 
casional coat of paint on the side of 
buildings prolongs their durability, 
and on metallic surfaces prevents cor- 
rosion. It is a matter of doubt, how- 
ever, whether board fences, on account 
of being exposed on either side to 
wind and sun, remain in a sound con- 
dition longer by an occasional coat of 
paint. We have seen them not pro- 
tected by any substance, standing af- 
ter an existence of fifty years. Frame 
houses and barns are often painted in 
dark colors, which are preferable to 
white in this latitude, as they have a 
tendency to absorl caloric and render 
the structures warmer than they would 
be if daubed with a light or white 
shade. The white washing of walls, 
fences and buildings produces a tone 
of neatness, but after 4 beavy rain or 
two the previous faultless color is de- 
cidedly marred. Puint is more dura- 
ble in its nature, and when applied to 
either buildings or farming utensils 
well repays the expense, and when 
the latter are refreshed in appearance 
by an occasional application it is in 
every respect of advantage.— German- 
town Telegraph.
